CHRISTIANS IN TURKEY. 

CottceBsloDS b)' tho Saltan in the 
Interests of Armouians— Action 
of the United StaSea, 

Tho Young Tnrklsh Party Exciting 
Animns Aeainst tbe Saltan— 
Outbreak Feared. 



London, deb. 11,— The oorrespondent of 

the Stanrl'Ard at Constantinople says : The 
situation U far from reassuring. While tho 
Armenians and some eeotions of the Chris- 
tian population Bhow less alarm, the Mos- 
lem element is iaustatoof eCfecvesoenoe, 
wbloh ia oaualng tlie greatest anxiety at the 
palaoe. Revolutionary plaoarda were pojit- 
ed yesterday at the mofrjues and In public 
places, clamoring for a oonatitntion and for 
a mooting of tho nutional assembly. Though 
great exasporation Is felt by tho Moslem 
claflses agiiinst tho Armenitins, the Young 
Turkish parly ia adroitly profiting by tho 
general eonfusion to excite animus agalral) 
the Sultiin, who iL doolarea to bo primarily 
rehponsible for tho present state of ofTiirs. 
The principal fear at the pt-ilaoo arises not 
from the Armenianc, but from tho revolu- 
lionury spirit dispUyod by tho Moslems, 
This fear will almost certainly bring about 
Armenian reforms, whiob there is every rea- 
son to hope will be iembodied as pnbliilied 
before the end of ,tlia.week^i^ !^ 

CONSTANTINOFLE, .Uob.< 11.— Ill is Stated 
npon good antliorlty thaV . the total num- 
bar of klll<;di wounded and mlasine Ar- 
menlsDs tip to date, as a'-reaalt of the 
recent rising in rthia city,' is over 700. The 
dragomans of the various ' embuaiea, after 
reooivfcg InBtruotlons from the envoys of 
the Powers to assist tho larklah authorities 
in prevailing upon the Armenians to lesve 
the churches in which they sought refuge 
after tbe outbreak, at first proceeded to tho 
Armenian ohuroh at Conetantlnople, There 
the Armenian bishop and tho dragoman of 
tho Eoglish ombassy exhorted the Ar- 
menians to return to their horaofl, assuring 
them that they had nothing to fear from 
tho Turks, that tha strongest asaurances 
had been given to tho representatives of the 
Powers that tho Hvos and property of tha 
Armenians would be protected. After some 
further porauasion, consultations and de- 
lays, the rofugooa declared they would 
not leave the ohnroh except on the 
following conditions :— That amnesty bo 
declared for political ofTenoes ; that they be 
permitted to fetain their arms in their pos« 
session ; that the prisons be open for inepoc- 
tlou of the representatives of the powers, 
and that innocent prisoners bo released. 

The dragomans refused to ooneider this 
propoaltion. Meanwhile, however, tho Ar- 
menian women and children had come out 
of the Ohnroh, and whou they noticed that 
the men had not followed them, they re- 
turned weeping and crying ont that they 
would be killed if they returned to their 
homisa alone^'and saying they preferred to 
remain in the ohnroh. 

The dragomans had a conference during 
the afternoon with tho Armenian Patriarch, 
after whiob, owing to tbe great influence 
which that prelate has over his ocrellglon- 
Ists, the evacuation of the cathedral com- 
menced. As the refugees left the cathedral 
the priests entered their names on a special 
list, while the soldiers searched them, and 
when arma wore found upon tho persona of 
tho Armenians they wore taken from them 
and deposited in the Patrlarohato. Tbe 
evacuation of the other churches followed, 
the police not interfering with the work. In 
the Armenian church of Constantinople 
1,200 persons had sought refuge, and 500 
refugees loft Kumkapou cathedral, Addl- 
tional advices received hero to-day from 
Treblzond, Armenia, show that tho Mussul- 
mana attacked the Christian quarter of that 
town and killed many Armenians. Num- 
bers of others sought refuge outside of the 
town. Tho Ruiiaian government has do- 
cldsd to aoud a warship to Treblzond, 

WAsniNGTON, Oct. U. — By request of 
Minister Terrell for protection for tho Ar- 
menian misgionariee in Turkey, and at tho 
instance of the state department, tbe navy 
de partment has ordered tbe Maibtebead to 
tho Gulf of Alexandretta. f' It ia not be- 
lieved that there is any imminent, danger of 
an outljrenk, but the warship has been or- 
dered to Turkey rattier as a preoaationary 
moasuro. Last summer Admiral Kirkland 
took his two ships, the San Franoiaoo and 
Marblehead, into these watera. No isotnal 
rioting was in progress, but tbe altuation 
had a threatening aspect. It is surmised 
that Minister Terrell feola that the time is 
now opportune to revive this impresalon,

THEODORE DURRANT- 

The I'riaoner Becomes Confused In Cross- 
Kxamlnatlon, and is Caught In 
Untruths. 

San Fkanoisco, Oct. H.— During tho 
course of his trial yesterday Xheodoce Dur- 
rant handled Blanche Lament's torn cloth- 
ing, which was found hidden away in the 
little creviooa of the belfry, auu denied that 
he had sooreted it. Even the model bearing 
the waist and skirts worn by Blanche La- 
ment when she was murdered did not affect 
him. But tho prosecution accomplished 
what had never boon dono before. Durrant 
for a n;oment loat hia wonderful aolf poBses- 
eion, and was ciught in a number of bare- 
faced untruths. 

After asking Durranfc If ho had ever made 
a written statcuiont of hia whereabouts on 
tho day Blanche L imont was murdered, and 
receiving an ullirmativo reply, Uistrlot- 
Attornoy B:krneB ueked the following ques- 
tione : 

" la it not a fact tliab you sent a written 
statement of your oaso to your attorneys, 
and wrote on tho envelope " To bo opened 
if I am convicted, and to ba returned If I 
am acquitted ? " 

The excitement was intenss. In the hum 
of-voicea Durrant'a answer was lost, and the 
stenographer waa aajied to read the reply. 
"I never-eent an envelope to my attorneys 
bearing anoh an inscription," said he. Cur- 
rant was qoeationed at length regarding tho 
commnnioatlon and the Bignificantinaoription 
on the envelope, but he denied thatheoveraent 
anch a doonment. Tbe climax waa reached, 
however, when Barnes with hia voice pitch- 
ed In a higher key than usual, advanced to 
where Durrant was sitting and asked : 
" Did you over lay eyes on Blanche Lament 
after the morning of tho day upon which 
sho was murdered, living or dead?" Dur- 
rant replied that he had not. "Living or 
dead, I said," thundered the district attor- 
ney, advancing a stop nearer. Although 
every eye lu ths court room was centered 
upon Darrant, he remaiued aa cdol aa if he 
had been asked the most commonplace ques- 
tion. He again replied that he had not. 

To-day District Attorney Barnes rcaumod 
the cross-examination of Durrant on the 
component parts of bromo-seltzer. Durrant 
aald ho had b general knowledge of the com- 
ponents parts of the medicine, and denied 
that tho active principle of the medicine 
was bromide of potassium. 

The prisoner became confused when ques- 
tioned with regard to the notea of the lec- 
ture given by Dr. Cheney on the afternoon 
that blanche Lament waa mtirdered. The 
district Attorney asked Durrant if it waa 
not a fact that jbie dId,.kot take any notes at 
the lecture. Ddrrant said that ill waa not. 
Durrant was then asked ..if he did not Bsk 
Dr. GlIbnrt'F. Grahajn for hiB notjM,'ali:,the 
same time saying thali.Jf he hZd notes he 
could estabtiah a .good alibi. Durrant said 
ha did.not aiii.Graham for notea, as Graham 
oame to him at the prison and volnhteered 
to lend hini hia notes. Diirrant satd ohat at 
the time of Graham's vialt he did not know 
whether he had notea , or . not, although he 
sfcerwarda admitted .^(bat on j- April IQ-he 
asked a student uiamed Glazier to read his 
notes to him. 

Durrant aaid hia notes of the lecture ware 
meagre, and as Glazier read bis notea ho ex- 
tended hia own. Durrant stated that when 
ho was arrested on April 12 ho did not know 
whether he had notea of Dr.Chonoy's lecture 
or not, although be compared notes with 
Student Gla;r,lor four days before, and knew 
that ho was euapooted of killing the girl 
who had disappeared on the day the leolure 
waa givon. When questioned closely ae to 
when he forgot about the notea, Durrant 
said he forgot the. notea on April 13, tha 
day after be waa arrested, tand\ren^embered 
them again on April 18.^

Its Fishing Industry a Mine of Wealth That 
Would Snrpasg any Gold Ulne Dhat 
Ever Existed. 

Seattle, Got. 11.— Oaptain Xozler, of the 
U.S.S. Grant, which arrived from Behring 

aeft last night, while declining to talk about 
sealing matters Is enthueiaatlc on the ques; 
tion of fieh and game. He [said : " The 
iiahing industry there would be u mine of 
wealth which would aurpasa any gold mine 
that ever existed. It la not a quostion of 
bow many fish you can get, but how many 
you want. A line cannot be drawn up 
without a fish of some kind, aometimea a 
halibut and sometimes a cod. The former 
can be drawn ont as fast aa you can h^ul, 
in sizes ranging from 10 to 100 pounds, or 
even more. There is n-^ better halibut in 
the world ; the flesh ia of the most excel- 
lent flavor — tbe fineat In the world. 

" The cod aro ao numerous that they are 
injured by biting eaoh other, but they 
would improve after being fished for a 
Ime, A better place for sport cannot bs 
Imagined, 

I have not known until recent years 
where the wild geese go to breed. Oa 
Agatou island, seventeen miles east of 
Atton, there are millions of them. There are 
no natives nor animals to destroy them, bub 
tbe Attou Indians go there late In I he season 
and kill the young ones with sticks for the 
winter auppliea. {The flesh Is Very delicate 
andaweet, as tbe geese live on grass.. On 
Attou island the jiatives liye by Bshiog and 
trapping the blue fox. Atton mackerel ia a 
beautiful variegated yellow and blaok color, 
weighing from two to four pounds, and the 
most excellent fish for eating In exisieoce^ 
Tho streams are full of fioes>i trout, and at 
the mouths there are numerous salmon or 
salmon trout. The blue fox is the only 
animal on the island. (Eliare are only forty 
natives left there, as the tribe la dying ofi. 
very fast."

Inoreaslog evidence that the crop of cotton 
ia short. The prioea of other manufaotured 
prodnota, cf wool, hides and leather all show 
■ome declioe, a general ftbitement in new 
orden being the prinoipal oauee. With 
an immenie volnme of buaineaa not much ex- 
ceeded In the largoat month of the excep- 
tional yeur 1K92, and with evidence that in 
aoveral important branches the volume haa 
Burpaased that of any previous year, there ia 
a growing unoortainty aboat the near future 
of Che induatrias. When buiineaa began to 
revive a million traders were in haate to 
order not only tbe goode leaat expected to 
sell withio A given time, ^nougi, 
tnord to replenish their ibooltl whiah 
had been out down io almost bare shelves 
by two years' prostration. Thas the buying 
was nittoh In excess of real oonbumptiou 
within the given time. Moreover, aa prioea 
rose, masy haatoncd to buy in advance of 
vieibie neods, hoping that every purchase 
would mean ik gain, while multicudea hur- 
ried to got in their orders before campeti- 
tors could buy as cheaply. Under such con- 
dlticna buying continued for six months, 
and Btill coutiiiuoa in cotton goods, which 
have riaon leas than the material, but in 
moat manufiictured produote buying for the 
name reason oan no longer be expected, and 
the steady and regular consumption 'is not 
yet known. 

" The production of pig iron on Oatobor 1 
was the larc;eBt in tho history of the coun- 
try, 201.414 tons weelily, against 1!)4 U'2!) on 
September 1 ; 196,000 having been iho 
highest In \B9'2 Substantially the whole 
production ia in exooution of past ordern. 
On the other hand new orders are excee d- 
ingly email, In woollen manufacturee a de- 
mand for dress gooda and aome specialties 
keeps many fnliy ?mn!nyeH ; most of 
the works making men'a wooUena, for which 
orders areaoanty, find onongh to keep them 
ruDDing. Tho aalea of wool ooDtlnne heavy, 
11,349,1^00 pounda for the week, largely 
speoulative. Cotton manufaoturera are p»r- 
tionlarly favored by the riae In materials 
and by the extraordinary atocks of 
cotton brought over from last 
year, but goods are also advancing, 
those quoted last week averaging 90 8 
against 87 S per cent, of the prices of 1890. 
It ia too early for cotton movements to oast 
mnoh light on the probable yield. The port 
reoelpts thns far are 23 per cent, smaller 
than last year, but do not indicate as small 
a crop as many fear in view of the known 
lateness of picking. The failures for the 
week have included two banks and B»veral 
ooncerna of aome size, and have been '2GS in 
the United States againac 231 lusr year, and 
52 in Canada againatlS iaat year." 

Bradstreet'a will say : Tbe cooler wea- 
ther baa etimulated a seaaonable demand 
for staple dry goods, millinary and clothing, 
particularly at the South, whore large aalos 
are being made and collectlona are excep- 
tionally good. The wheat exporta continue 
dlaappointing ; pig iron and ateol billets are 
weak, and woolen >goode enSer by compe- 
tition from abroad. Among the conapiououa 
deoroaaea may ba grouped Indian corn, live 
cattle nnd hngn, pork and lard, all of which 
are explained by the immenae crop of corn 
this year. Sole leather is also lower. Cofifee 
declined on a report that Brazil has raised 
the largest crop of coffee in ita history. 
There are advances for cotton gooda and 
cotton, wheat and wheat flonr, oats', refined 
engar, anthr^olto ooai aiid turpentine. 

Bradatreet's says the bank clearings for 
tbe Dominion of Canada were : Montreal, 
SI1,923.Q06, increase .2 ; Toronto, $6,687,- 
751, inoreate 63; Halifax, $1,318,235, in- 
crease 4 8; Winnipeg, $1,728,624, inorease 
10.9; Hamilton, $802,819, inorease 77 
Totals, $22,460,436, inorease 2 7. Only a 
"fairly active basinets li reported from 
Toronto, bat the outlook is promising. 
There is a fair demand fordrygoods, grocer- 
iea and hardware at Montreal, and farm pro- 
ducts in tho provinoo of Quebec are moving 
more rapidly. At Qutbao city the shoe 
trade is quiet, and drygoods report businesa 
slow. Some improvement ia reported from 
NewfoiSndland ; but thia ia offset by the low 
price of codfiah, the catch having been very 
heavy. Tho potato crop on Prince Kdward 
Island ia of exceptionally good quality, but 
tho demand hos fallen o£f. Tho total num- 
ber of failuren reported from the Dominion 
thia week ia 51, aa compared with 37 Iaat 
week, 37 in tho same week a year aero, and 
.32 and 46 io tbe years of 1893 at d 1892.

Annual Meetlng-The Koports Presented of 
a Most EucournKliiK Oharncter— 
Ollicers Kltetecl. 

Tho annual meeting of the Young 
Women's Christian Aaaoclation waa held in 
tho Y M.C.A. rooms last night, at which 
there waa a l.\rgB attendance. Tho presi- 
dent, Mrs. MoKilligan, opened tho meeting 
with tho following address: 

ADiKs AND Centlemen : ItalfordB me 
very groit ploaeuro to open the proceedings 
to-night, on tho ocoaalnn of tho annual 
meeting of tho Young Women's Christian 
AaaooiikiioQ ol Victoria, Our aaeociation, 
though only In the aeooLd year of Ita exiut- 
enco, has during the past year made great 
progress ;but, lilce all young life.it has beeo, 
even at Its best, Imperfect, We have, hovr- 
ever, much reason to ba grateful to our 
Heavenly Father for His goodness in per 
mittingas to be of the h asi service to Him 
Oar membership at the beginning of the 
past year was only 67, and uow it la 230. 

Reports will be Eubmltted by the con 
veners of the various oommittees, showing 
the nature of the worli entered upon and the 
results Booompllshed. These reports will 
spealc for themselves, and I will not attempt 
to summarise them now. That there was 
need for the formation of suoh an aa^ocia 
tion in Yiotoria, the facts adduced in these 
reports will clearly demonstrate. 

Distinctively an aeeooiation of Christian 
women, its aim has been to advance tho 
Kingdom of Chrisc by various avenues of 
usefulness aa opportunity cffored. Tho post 
year has bsen one of a tormative character, 
and mere atatistical statements cannot ade- 
quately betoken the good aooomplisbed 
either to tho assooiatea themaelvea or to 
those thsj' hsvo bjen instrumental in assist- 
ing. It ia not Intended that Buoh aaeooia- 
tiona should in any way canlliot with or bo 
at all antngoniatic to the ehuroh organizi- 
tiona or to other well rooognlz^d aocietiea 
for the advancement of benevolent objeota 
or tho promotion of social progress ; rather 
are they intended tobelp thoae. 

This asaooiation is no new departure ; its 
objects follow closely the purposea of aimilar 
aKaociutions tlircughout this continent and 
Europe. Eich aesooiation is, however, to a 
vory large degree itfluencod by ila local eur- 
roundinga and characteriatics, ai i while 
there may be diversities of methoda ' hey are 
all nnited in the service of one Lommon 
Master, Jeans Ohrlat. 

Woman, althongh tbe iirit In transgres- 
sion, was the first in redemption. Shi waa 
the last at the Cross and the first at tbe 
Sepniohre, and she owes everything to 
Christianity, whiob has been the only power 
to raise her to a fraternal level with man, 
and there is no sacrifice to which ahe ought 
more readily submit, nay, rather, bo more 
willing to bear, than to offer her life in the 
advancement of Christ's Kingdom. 

While Christianity haa raised ber to thia 
friendly equality with man, ita teaching has 
no tendency to make her usurp hia place. 
The aim of Young Women'a Christian Asso- 
ciations la to develop all that ia good, pure, 
and noble In woman, to round out and bring 
to fuller perfection all the virtuea that make 
ber a better Christian, a better citizen, or 
indeed a better alater, wife, or mother. 
There ia nothing in any work connected 
with these aaaooiations which euggests or 
approves of the extreme views held by a 
few who have ovorateppod tho bounds of 
prudence in their dosire to be 
canaidered advanced women, and upon 
whom tbe keen aaroaam of tbe 
critic juatly falla. Happily, we have none 
of tbeae in this part of tbe world. There is 
latitude and opportunity enongh in this 
world for all Christian women to work ont 
their own aalv&tlon with fear and trem- 
bling, and help others to do the aamu, with- 
out trenching on the domain of man and 
for whicti his God-given Ufa intended him. 

Personally, I have to thank the ofBoors, 
membora and friends for the kind aaaiatanoe 
they have so oheerfnUy rendered, and for 
the oharit'able'mahner in which they have 
overlooked the imperfeotions of their prea- 
ident, an.'. I trust that the new year upon 
which they now enter may be fruitful of 
much good to all young women in Victoria. 

I wonld strongly urge upon those wiio are 
elected to the executive this evening, that 
very much depends upon the personal in- 
terest and co-operation that they may give 
to tho work with those seeking its advan- 
tageu. And that, while homo duties oucht 
not to bo neglected, and need not bo neg- 
looted, there must be some eolf-sacrifice ex- 
perienced if the work ia to bo successful. 

Tho annual report of the secretary was 
road by Mrs. William Angua, who acted aa 
aeorot&ry of tho meeting. The troaaurer'a 
report was read by Miaa Russell ; the re- 
porta ol eleven committoea being road by 
the aevoral convonora. Uricdy, the work 
aocompliahed and its roaulta have boon ex- 
tremely satlefaotory during the past year. 

The following olBoers were elected for the 
ensuing year : Mra, MoKilligan, president 
(re eleoted) ; Mra. Taylor, vice presiaent ; 
MIes Cajrr, hon, eccretary (re-eleoted) ; Miss 
Dickinson, h"n. assistant secretary, and 
Miss Jessie F > /voett, treasurer. The con- 
veners of tbe standing oommittees were re- 
elected. 

Addresses were delivered by Bishop 
Cridge, Bev. W. L. Clay, Rev. S. Cleaver, 
Rev. W. H. Barber, Rev, M. Wilson and 
Mr. Carter, secretary of the Y.M.C.A. The 
speakers congratulated the ladies on the 
aatiafaototy nature of the roporte, and the 
interest and zeai ahown by the members in 
advancing the Kingdom of Christ, and in 
helping those who need sympathy and help. 
Several liymns were sung daring tbe even- 
ing 

Votes of thanks were tendered to the 
clergymen of tho city ond thoao present for 
their addresBea ; to Mr. Carter and tho 
Y. M.C.A. for tho uao of tho room, ond a 
special veto wae tendered to the Press for 
inaorting notices cf meetings free and for 
their uniform kindneaa to tbe asaooiation. 
Lottora of cxoueo for abaonoe were read 
from Blabop Perrin ard Rov. Dr. Campbell.

A MERCHANTS' MAGAZINE. 

The most onlightonod among our Amorl 
oan neighbors are bogluning to see that 
what tho United States wants more than 
anything else ia foreign trade. Not only 
doea it prodnoe food Btn£Pa and the raw 
materials of mannfaotnre in itumenae quaU' 
titiea, but it posseasea manufaotaring power 
suflioient to supply more than twice its 
present popnlation.. Id order, therefore, to 
give su£Qcient work to alf its producera of 
every class It oeeda a larger market. That 
market mnat be foond ontaide the United 
Sbatea. The polioy of ita atateamen and 
men of enterprise in every department 
of industry is to do all in their 
power to promote international trade, 
la order to convince the politician 
and the business men of the United States 
of the Importanoe of extending the trade 
operatione of their coantry, a magazine bear 
ing the title " International Trade " haa 
bjen iaaned, the first number of which is be< 
fore us. It is published by Henry Glaas' 
ford, New York. Tho Proopootus directs 
attention to the Ureat Kepublio'a very amall 
export of mannfaototed goods compared 
with that ot Great Britain and Germany, 
and gocB on to aay : 

"International Trade has for Its aim to 
call attention to this, tho next field of 
American enterprise and progress ; bo give 
information about the rei^iona and tho 
people with whom we should do buaineas ; 
to tummarize the many publications of this 
and other 80veramenta|oontalning Informa- 
tion valaable to oommeroe, bat whioh often 
ia presented in a form ao diffuse or defeotive 
aa to leaaen ita value. tTbere are many 
leaaona to be learned from the methods of 
oar oompetitore for the world's trade. 
These will be gathered from the trade 
journala of all the world and from other 
source)." 

Such a publication as this, if it performs 
the promiaea made In ita proapeotna, will 
contain exactly the information that Can- 
adian merchants and manufacturers need. 
Aa it is the part of wisdom to learn from a 
rival it is to be hoped that Canadian busi- 
ness men will derive iia much lioncfit from 
the publication of International Trade as 
will those of the United States. Canada 
needs every trade advantage it oan obtain, 
and ila bniiness men require all the knowl- 
edge of foreign markets that they can 
glean. The Ootobor number of this maga- 
zine—which is its first number— con 
tains a good deal of informa' 
tlon abont South Afrioa. ITbia information 
la quite as naefnl to the merobanta of thia 
ooantry as it ia to thoae of the United 
States, and we are greatly miataken if many 
of them are not in a better position at thia 
moment to make a praoblcal use of it. In- 
ternational Trade ia well written and well 
printed, and as attractive aa a periodical of 
.its kind can well be. 



CONTRADIOTORY REPORTS. 

It la very hard to tell whether tho infor 
mation contained In tho telegrams relative 
to outrages In Armenia ia or ia not worthy 
of credit. Not long ago the whole civilized 
world waa ahooked ab the accounts of the 
horrible atrocities oommltted by the Turks 
in Armenia. A short time after these ao. 
ooonts were publlahod the world waa told, 
on apparently good authority, that tho 
greater number of tlioao tclcgrama wero 
manufactured for a purpose, and that 
thoae that were not outrageous lies 
were - matiotous exaggerations. After 
a little while the firab acoonnta wore 
repeated with so many details and with 
Buoh an appearance of truth that It aeemod 
unreasonable not to believe that thoy wero 
truthful descriptions of what had actually 
taken place. Now we are again told that 
wo have boon deceived, that a pack of un- 
prinolpled acoundrela have been practising 
upon.ttae credulity of the.people of Weatern 
Europe and North' Amerloa. A reoont tele- 
grom from London saya : 

Tho corrcspocdonb of tho I'uU Mall Ga- 
zette in ConatBDtinoplo sends un Interview 
> with a European! delegate attached to the 



commission of inqniry which has been oon- 
duoting an examinatien at Saasoun Into the 
alleged atrooltlea oommltted in that part < f 
Armenia. Che delegate deolarea that the 
statements of the press oorrespondento in 
regard to tho atrocities, especially those of 
Mr. Dillon, in the Daily Telegraph of Lon- 
don, and hia Kogliub contemporariea, are 
erosa exaggerations. 

When the report of the commlEsion Is pub- 
lished, he aaya, it will bo found that tho 
number of killed in the fighting abteoding 
the capture of the villages of Scmal, Sbe- 
mak, and Ghelighozan, and in the Sghtiug 
eUewhere. did not exceed from 300 to 500. 
There is no evidenoe, aaya the delegate, that 
ndmbara of peraona were killed in cold blood, 
or that there waa any mutilation of women 
and children. 

The finding of forty bodies burled in a pit 
at Gheligbuzin, out of which the corre- 
apondenta made so much capital, as well as 
the story of women throwing themaelvea 
over a clifT to escape dishonor, were abao- 
lutely ficbitioue. The report of the Com- 
missioners, tho delegate asgerts, will alao 
disprove all tho stories of wholoaale maaaa- 
ores, and show that only a flying column of 
Turkish regulars operated against the Ar- 
menians, who were well supplied with fire- 
arms. 

We are further told that the whole popu- 
lation of the country from which 30,000 

Cbriatlana are said to have been banished 
WttS ab the time only 4,000, of all races and 
roli^iona. There must have been some col- 
ossal lying done about thia Armenian inaur- 
rootlon by many persona. 

Tht oondnot of the Armenians in Constan- 
tinople the other day is not oaloulated to in- 
croaae the aympathy felt for the oppreaaod 
Arnionlana in thoae Weatern countries. A 
roaort to violence in Conatantinoplo could not 
have by any poaaiblUty boon eucceaaful, and 
it was so clearly the interest of the Armen- 
ians to have presented their petition 
In a quiet and peaceable manner 
that it is impoaaiblo to underetand why they 
shonld have done anything to give tho 
Turks a pretext for attacking them. Bub 
among the reports that have reached ua ia 
one to the eHeot that Armenians have been 
known deliberately to commit crimes for 
the purpose of provoking the Turks to 111- 
uaotholr countrymonso that they might have 
a grievance to report to tho Cbriatlana of tho 
West and thus excite aympathy for t)ie 
Armeniane. 



THE PARISH COUNCILS. 

The English Parish Councils, about which 
so muoh was said and snoh great things pre- 
dicted a year or so ago, have now been In 
operation some months. Theae Councils 
have not yet aooompllahod what tho moat 
ardent advooatea of their establlahment pro- 
dloted, neither does it appear that they will 
ever be able to do a very great deal towards 
ameliorating tho condition of the rural pop- 
ulation of England, Yet they have been 
very far from committing the absurdities of 
which those who oppoaed them believed 
them capable. They appear to be on tho 
whole useful and capable of doing good work 
in the parishes in a small way. 

The Parish Gonnoila have not been able to 
make work for the agrioulturai laborer or 
to give him better wages than he, before 
their establishment, bad been earning. 
Thoy have done nothing towards mitigating 
tho agricultural diatreaa whioh exiata in all 
parts of the country. Those, therefore, 
who expected that they would improve the 
eoonomio oonditlona under which thoae con- 
nected with agrionlture live have been dis- 
appointed, ^ 

Neither have these Councils destroyed 
the power of the squire or deprived the 
parson of his influence. The eleotora have 
in fact shown a decided liking for the gen- 
try, and they have acted In auoh a way 
aa to make it dear that their 
oonfidenoe In the olergy of the 
established ohnroh is unabated. In this the 
Pariah Council electors have diaappointod 
and dlagUBted the extreme Rp;licals and the 
Socialiats. They have abown that they havo 
a warm plaoe in their hearts for their old 
frienda and helpera the tquire and the par- 
aon. In the eleotiona held laat December a 
dead set was made on tho clergy who ofTorod 
themselves for election. The oonaequenoa 
waa that many clergymen, both eatabllahed 
churchmen and dissenters, were rejected at 
the polls. But aome of the defeated parsons 
were afcerwarda elected chairmen of the 
Counoila. 

It is singular that although laborers wore 
eligible for elootlou and although tho great 
majority of tho electors wore laborers veiy 
few luborora comparatively speaking weio 
elected aa members of the Councils. 
" The working claaaee wore content to 
be represented by men above them in educa- 
tion and intelligence, whom they can truat, 
rather than by men of their own oiaea, 
whom, aa a rule, thoy dlatruat." Tho mem- 
bera of a Council reprooonting a population 
of 2,<10U " conaietod of two gentlemen more 
or leaa engaged in farming ; four farmera, 
ranging from a man of capital and ability to 
a thrifty artisan who has embarked his sav- 
inga in a small farm ; a blacksmith, also 
farming on hia own account ; a farm bailid 
on a largo catuto ; a country doctor ; an ox- 
gardener, and a publican and builder, with 
the visar of the parish, invited by thorn to 
be their chairman." If this ia a specimen 
Council, it cannot be said that radical 
Ideas bave made any ...great progress 
among tho rural population of IDngland. 
Tho chief omploymont of the members of the 
Council slnoe their election aeema to have 
been trying -to understand the Lieoal Govern- 
ment Aob under which they were elected. 
This is deaoribed^a not beingaveryeaay task. 
Thoy have been inveatigating the parochial 
charities, wlththounlookod-for result of find- 
ing that as a rule thoy aro being honoatly 
and judioloualy managed. " Inquiry has 
dlaclosed tho (bo many] unexpected fiot that 
a\l was right where ignorance had assumed 
that all was wrong." The ' cjnestidn' of al- 
lotments has been before the Counoila but not 
to the extent expected. They have con- 
cerned themsolvoB with good results with 
sanitary improvements. Tho Pariah Council 
have under tholrcare footpaths and it ia their 
function to preserve the jrights of way. In 
these mfttteri'^the 'Parish' Gonnoll can aot 



with greater efTaatlveneaa than Individual 
pariahionera. They have it in their power to 
establlab publlo libraries. The arclole from 
which we have obtained our information aa 
to the working of Parish Qonncils in Kog- 
land cloaea with the following moderate and 
aenalble paragraph : 

I have written only of that which I know 
from personal obaorvatlon. Pariah Coun- 
cils have neb dono much as yeb ; and they 
are not likoly ever to do alt that fervid poU- 
ticiana ab one lime propbeeied for them. 
Even Cabinet Ministers talked noneense 
about the extension of local government to 
villagea, of whioh they must now be heart- 
ily ashamed. But I think that in a ijuiet 
way theso councils are beginning to do use- 
ful work. And I think that they really are 
fulfiUlDg the purpose which their more son- 
aiblo advomtec, unbiassed by party policies, 
had in view — viz., that the inhabitants of 
rural parishes should have, and feel that 
they have, a voloe in the management of 
their parochial affairs. The old, and in too 
many oaaea effete, vestry has, In. matters 
parochial, given way to an inatitutlon more 
suited to the sge, and more likely to com- 
mand the confidencQ of tho people. 

We see nothing In the article to indicate 
that the Counoila have ahown a diapoaitlon 
to abuse their authority or to do their work 
in an unbusinesslike manner. From what 
wo have read we conclude that those who' 
expected that these people's ooucotla would 
ravolutlonl^a Great Britain will be griev- 
ously disappointed. 

Tna "KAFFIR" BOOM. 

Tho London Spectator takes a very sen- 
sihle view of the South African boom. That 
paper does not believe it to he a mero bub- 
ble which must soon bursb, loavlng nothing 
behind it which is of any value. On the 
oontrary, it aaya : 

There ia a solid baala of iaduetry and 
proaperlty behind thia speculative upheaval, 
and that the development of the Rand Gold- 
field into tho loading gold -producing centre 
of the world oamo at a very opportune mo- 
ment t» restore tho apirita of financiera who 
were, comparatively speaking, starviog amid 
the general atagnatiou, and to aeaiot, di- 
rectly and indirectly, in that revival of 
trade whioh has so long been kept back by 
the general want of couCilence. Engliah in- 
vestors have had aomo heavy loaaos to write 
off since 1890, and were fully entitled, ac- 
cording to tho theory of averages, to a slice 
of compensating good fortune. Now they 
have gob it at last, and wealth haa been 
showered upon them freely if only they have 
had tho wit to aoiza their opportunity, and 
if they are careful to gather thoir harvest 
before it ia too late. Indirectly, thoiiFects 
of such a turn of Fortune's wheel are almost 
incalculable. To mention only one obvious 
example of their working, it is not too muoh 
to say that the South African boom has 
saved a large proportion of the members of 
the Stock Exchange from ruin. A year ago, 
it was said that one-half of the members 
were living on the charily of the other half. 
Now thia large community of more than two 
thouaand membera, with an army of about 
three timea aa many olerka, have more work 
to do than they onn oope with, and are mak 
Ing money as fast aa they can book their 
bargains. And this fact has a far-reaching 
efleob on the prices in other departments 
than the South African ; for tho Stock Ex 
change, though nominally only a clearing. 
housa that oxlata to expedite tho purchase 
and sale of aoourltiea by the outside public, 
Is, aa a matter of fact, deeply iuteroaied in 
tho commodities in which lb deals, and when 
the " Houao " is proaperoua, tho tone of 
markets ia appreciably lefluenoed all round.

Which Ifay Cost Georgle Donelaa a limb If 
Not Her Life— Arrests Immediately 

Made. 

Tho American hotel on lower Yates street, 
which for several montha past has been con- 
ducted by Mra. May Fox, ostenalbly aa a 
lodging house, was last evening the scene of 
a ahooting afTair which haa sent to the boa 
pital a woman of the town known to her 
acquaintances aa Georgia Douglaa, and baa 
pub William Farrell, of E'quimalt, 
behind prison bara with a acri- 
oua charge hanging over him, 
Farrsll's two brothers are aleo detained at 
police headquartera aa neccasary witnesses, 
and the information in the case is liable to 
bo changed at any time in the event of the 
woman's Injuries taking a more dangerous 
turn. At present Farrell Is boolced for 
malioiouB wounding. 
' There are numerous versiona of how the 
shooting occurred, and opinions differ as to 
whether it waa accidental or intentional. 
Tba old excuse of *' didn't-know-lt-waa- 
loaded" also crops up again, although tho 
revolver that wai responsible for the wound- 
ing was loaded in all its five chambers. The 
three young sealers had been drinkisg 
about tonn, and with others had called at 
the American and were talking and laugh- 
ing with the femalo habituea of tho place. 
Why Farrell should have drawn the re- 
volver DO one protenda to Bay, but it ia 
atatod that he did draw it, point it, and 
anap it " juat for fun " at one of the girla. 

lb did not go clT that time, but on being 
snapped a aacond timo the cartridge waa 
exploded and Goorgie received the bullet in 
the log, above tho knee. From the 
point of entrance the mlBsilo travelled down- 
w.ird, apparently passing through the knee, 
and leaving the limb several inchea lower 
down. Strange to say the wound bled very 
little, if any, and it la thia faob that leads 
Dr. Lang, who was immediately called in, 
to havo serious mlaappreheDsiona as to the 
outcome of the caao. latcrual blooding may 
naturally ba lookod for, and it ia almoat 
certain that the knee is ahatteted, so that if 
the patient recovers it Is expected that h 
will be after the amputation of tbe leg. 

City Detective Perdue, who was on 
Yates street at tbe time of the shooting, 
heard the report of the revolver, and was 
on the scene almost immediately — before 
any of the witnesses of the affair oould 
leave tho bouse, even had they ao desired.

London, Oafc. 11.— Tho Paris oorreapond 
ent of the Times aayu : "The proteotorato 
over Madagascar will be exoeedlngly like 
BDDcxation, Tho premier, the husband of 
the Qaeen, and all the mlHtaty and politloal 
ohlefa of hi* putiy will probably be ban, 
lahed. The native army will be disarmed, 
and there ivill bo French garrisona to re 
flace ib everywhere. The police will be in 
the hands of the Fcench, as will also the 
onstoma and inland taxes. 

The Standard aays of the Madagascar 
qnestion ; " While ooogratnlating M. Bibot 
upon theolearing of the way to the exeroleo 
of a protoctorato in Mudagancar, it Is acarce- 
ly neoosanry to add ihut other powora inter- 
eabed will look to Franco for a practical 
rooognition of thoir eatablishod rights. Ev-n 
on Bolfigh grounds, tho republic will do well 
to thrown open tho vast domain over which 
they have gained an iL Uu>jnoo to European 
and Amerioan ontorpriuo. An attempt ti' 
exclude tho oomineroo of other uationa b) 
prohibitive taritrn will be a clear broacli ol 
international obligations." 

Mr. Frederick Turner, a merchant of An 
tananarivo, has just arrived here, and his 
views have been Bought upon the aituation 
in MadagttBoar. Ho aaya that foreigrera in 
Madagaeoar will wolcomo a aound French 
government, provided that they be accord- 
ed etjnal rights under it wiih Frenohmon. 
The country, he aaid, must be open to all 
oommerce. Naturally France will tr-y to 
improve her oommeroial relations with the 
island, and it is hoped that she will do bo 
without antagoalzioK the English, Ameri- 
can and German traders. America will 
have to be reckoned with, as the United 
States goTernment has nob reoognizsd the 
French proteotorate, and the Americans 
cannot a£fard to lote this importtot and 
growing market.

ALD MACMILLAN'S REPLY. 

To THK Editor ■.—In this morning's 
CoLoNis)' appears a otatemont by Aid. Par- 
tridgii under thu caption of " Teaming and 
Taxu'ioLi." In this ataieintiit the uldorman 
doet'not aiy that I employed any ot the per- 
sons alluded to bub only insinuates chat 
fivoritiem exists for whichi nni ro'ponsible 
and kIvbb a list) of uamea Id Bupport ol his 
contention. While ha appoula to justloo 
und fairness he seeks to suutaiD his case by 
a partial and inoomplot-o statoment leaving 
tho Truck & Dray Co,, tho Transfer Co., 
and more than one private drayman out, 
and crediting the North Ward with men 
who live on Yatee and Fort streets. Yet 
this partial and false statement proves the 
contrary to what ho asserts. 

Let us examine hia list — Centre Ward, 
Haggerty, Yates street ; MoMullen, Yates 
street ; and McMullen, Fort street. South 
Ward, Laken, Heaney, Barnes, Mathews 
and Johns. Eight teamsters from the South 
and Centra wards. 

North Ward, HcGionIa, Mcttinnis, Lo 
Clair, Hanien, Jones & McNeill, Lindsay, 
Dalby and King, Eight teamsters from the 
North Ward. 

Now, the voters' lists show that one-half 
the voters In the city ure in the North 
Ward, and anyone acijuainted with the 
city knows that tho great majority of our 
industrial population livci there, and that 
on any work, public or private, the majority 
of workers always are North Ward people 
Aid. Partridge etatoa that Mr. Stelly re- 
ceived only S2'2 !25 for this work. This is 
falue. Iq addition to this Mr. Stelly hauled 
.'i-l loads of sand for which ho was paid 
$4'2 aO, or $1 20 per load, making a total of 
$()4 75. Aa thin was considered too high a 
price Moeera. Haggarty, McMullon &. Mc 
Ginnia were employed to haul sand from tho 
beach by the day. In this way wo obtained 
sand for less than 9<'i cents per load, nnd aa 
these men gave bettor valuo than Mr. StoUy 
they got more work. But Mr. PartridRo 
forgets that the great bulk of sewer work 
done this summer has been in tho South and 
Centre wards, and In this way Mr. Stolly 
and other property owners have gob value 
for tho money expended in which North 
Ward people did not share although they 
must help to pay for it. 

In conclusion I would say that I do not 
propose to conduct eewer construction as a 
oharity schem^ou tho principle cf dispensing 
patronage. My sole effort has been to get 
the best value possible for the people's 
money, and even against the obstruotion of 
suoh men as Aid. Partridge I have attained 
a degree of snaoess which wilt bear oompar' 
ison with anything done in this oity. If 
the people of Victoria do not want anoh 
worK aa I have faitlifnlly endeavored to do 
on their behalf this year, none will more 
gladly give way to someone who will do 
otherwise than myself. It is not neoesaary 
that I should be in the council, bnt while I 
an there, it is necessary I should do what 
is right, and no matter wbat combination 
may be formed against me. or who I may 
offend, while I remain there, through good 
and through evil report, I shall continue to 
do what I conceive to bo my auty.

THE BESSEMER BRICK. 

To TiiK Editor :— In the Colonist of to- 
day " Bosaemer " is severe on your cor- 
respondents. He is also fastidious and ap- 
parently wishes to appear very wise. He 
thinks some of your correspondents on the 
brick paving qnestion do not thoroughly un- 
stand wbat they are writing about. That 
may bo, they are people of inquiring minds, 
and it is open to donbt if "Bessemer" 
thoroughly understands the briok paving 
question of which ho talks so glibly. Proba- 
bly the following specimen brick- will suit 
him. It comes up to my standard and with 
a good foundation will give Victoria first 
class streets : " A first olass briok will re- 
sist a file or emery wheel almost as offoctu 
ally as a ploco of oast Iron. It should have 
a specific gravity of about '2 2o and bo 
oapablo of sustaining a crushing strain of 
about 12,000 pounds por equaro Inch. lirioks 
of fair quality will vary in apooitio gravity 
from 2 03 to 2 41, and in crushing strain 
from 9,000 to 1,3,000 pounds per square 
inoh. Tho orushing strain of granite varies 
from 5,000 to 21,000 pounds per square 
inch. A standard vitrifiod briok should ox 
hiblt a transverse strength of at least 1,G00 
pounds to the eqaars Inoh." If " Bessemer " 
will give the specification and test of his 
paving brick, I will further investigate tho 
subject with him.

A. S. HalHdie, C £ of SaBFranai«a«,.who 
baa been making a personal examination of 
the coal indioationa at Quataino sound, re- 
turned to tho oity yesterday after making a 
cirouit of Vancouver island on the steam 
eohooner MIeahief. He is greatly impressed 
with what he saw, particularly about Qaat- 
slno, where, daring a stay of three or four 
weeks, he experienced beantlfnl snnshioy 
weather with a temperature ranging from 
62 to 72 Tbe woods, he says, abound with 
game, big and small, tbe waters of the sound 
team with fish and altogether the place is an 
ideal spot for coloniz ition. Mr. Hallldle 
Bays he has travelled almost all over the globe 
and he has never yet seen a body cf. 
water of such a slzs to aurpaes Quataino 
sound in piotureaque grandeur. Something 
whiob particularly attracted attention was 
tho run of mackerel — a novel ocourrenco in 
Quatsino. For thia ho can only account by 
tiio migration of tho fish from tho Japiineae 
const with tho currents. Tho coal prospecia 
af Quataino are, accoiding to Mr. HalliJie, 
very promising. Hu made a ououal inspec- 
tion of one coal vein uuil found It to contain 
tho beat ({uality of l>itaniinou6 coal running 
from 'JO iuohea to J 'J foot in tbickneaB. Ue 
also found indications of aulphurottod cop- 
per and brought Ban)plea to bo aualyuod. 
Tho mineral diatricl lioa on tho West Arm 
ul)out two milea inland. Here and along 
Rupert arm was wbero Mr, Hallidio sponti 
hiBilmo, and both places, he soys, are 
thiokly wooded with epruce, fir and oedar. 
From Victoria, Mr. Halladie proceeds to- 
day to Revolstoke, and from there ho gooa 
to Nelson, to construct a rope line, to 
operated by gravity, from Hall's miuea to 
the town, a distance of 4fj miles, with an 
elevation between tho two ends of the lino of 
4,500 feet. Some years ago Mr. Hallidio in- 
troduced this method of transit inSanFran- 
c>i3 '0, buu Uter in tbe mines in Viotoria, 
Australia, and In other places. After leav- 
ing Nelson, he goes direct to Bos- 
ton, and from there ' to Chicago, 
and after«rards retnrflB home.
